This mounting burden of purely 
municipal debt has gone along with 
greatly increased provincial sub- 
sidies . The old Warning that hand- 
outs from outside sources simply in- 
vite increased spending seems to ap- 
ply pretty will today. But there is 
a breaking point, There may well 
come a time when the source that 
pays the money calls the tune. With 
every ‘iandout goes along a weakens 
ing of local autonomy and a lessening 
of a sense of individual respor@ftbil- 
ity on the level of municipal govern- 
ment.

Farm Mechanization 


A NOTEWORTHY FEATURE OF Canadian agriculture during the 
past decade has been the increasing use of machinery for farm work, In 
this, agriculture is in step with industry generally, where new machines 
are constantly being turned out, to replace human labour. Administrators 
of the Farm Improvement Loan Act reported that in 1949 loans for the 
purchase of farm machinery advanced 30 per cent. over those for the previ- 
ous year, while loans for the purchase of trucks were 10 per cent, greater 
than in 1948, Between the years 1938 and 1948 more than $740,000,000 was 
spent in Canada for farm machinery, and considerably more than half of 
this expenditure was from the Prairie provinces, 

* * * * * 
The farms in this country, and particularly in the 
Prairie Farms West, are usually extensive and for practical rea- 
sons the use of mechanical equipment is considered 
Are Extensive desirable. Experts have long been of the opinion 
that most Canadian farms would some day be highly mechanized, but cer- 
tain factors have given impetus to this process, resulting in a rapid in- 
crease in the amount of machinery used in the past ten years, Labor 
shortages during the war and in the years since have caused many farmers 
to invest in machines to replace workers which were not available. The 
dependability of machinery to do the work at any time has also been a 
consideration to many farmers who have found transient labour not always 
adequate in busy seasons,

Another circumstance which contributed to the in- 
An Indication creasea demand for farm machinery during the past 

ten years was the accumulated need which resulted 
Of Progress from the depression, when there was little money 
for new equipment. Prairie farmers have purchased machinery to the 
wholesale value of $451,000,000 since 1938, that sum representing 60 per 
cent. of the total Canadian expenditure for that purpose. As long as farm 
incomes remain high it is expected that the amounts of machinery used 
will increase, and that the present ratio between crop acreage and equip- 
ment, which is now higher than it has ever been, will continue to grow. 
Western farmers have received commendation from many sources for the 
manner in which they have made, use of the larger incomes which have 
come through good crops and high prices, The use of machines in farm 
work increases the efficiency of production, and the extensive mechaniza- 
tion of Canadian farms in the last decade is an indication of progress in 
this important industry.

Royal Bank's Figures 
Set New Record 
For Canadian Banking 


New records in the field of Cana- 
dian banking have been established 
in the annual financial statement of 
Tha Royal Bank of Canada, just is- 
sued, Covering the 12 months period 
ending November 30th, the statement 
shows ‘total assets have again in- 
creased, by well over $112,000,000 to 
reach $2,334,985,354; the highest in 
Canadian banking history. 

Since 1941 the assets of The Royal 
Bank of Canada have more than 
doubled, an indication of this bank’s 
participation in the remarkable busi- 
ness and industrial expansion which 
has taken place in Canada in recent 
years. Deposits, which now total §2,- 
192,140,578, show an increase of 
$124,000,000 over the figures of the 
previous balance sheet, They have 
reached the highest level ever at- 
tained by any Canadian bank. 

Indicative of the scale of public 
saving is the steady increase in the 
Royal Bank’s interest-bearing depos- 
its, which have risen to $1,060,132,- 
600, the highest level in the history 
of the bank. The bank’s interest- 
bearing deposits are now over two 
and a half times the 1941 figure. 

The steady upward trend of com- 
mercial loans in Canada, which he- 
gan in 1945, has continued, the fig- 
ure under this heading having reach- 
ed a total of $471,433,338. Call loans 
have also increased from $56,534,207 
to $69,097,830. 

The liquid position of the bank is, 
as usual, very strong. Liquid assets 
are substantially higher than a year 
ago and now stand at $1,677,489,485, 
which is equal to 76.27 per cent, of 
the bank’s liabilities to the public. 
Included in the bank’s liquid assets 
are Dominion and Provincial securi- 
ties totalling $897,338,571, an increase 
of $130,424,152 as compared with the 
figures in the 1948 balance sheet. 

Bank Premises Account has in- 
creased from $11,729,957 to $13,601,- 
961, as a result of new branch open- 
ings in districts requiring additional 
banking service, plus an extensive 
programme of improvements and ex- 
tensions to existing branches under- 
taken during the year for the better 
accommodation of the bank’s steadily 
increasing clientele and the resulting 
greater volume of business, 

Profits are higher. After the usual 
deductions "for Staff Pension Fund 
and Contingency Reserves, profits 
amounted to $10,918,243 as compared 
with $9,517,432 in the previous year. 
Of this amount $4,435,000 was set 
aside for Dominion and Provincial 
taxes, an increase of $1,285,000 over 
the figures for 1948, In addition 
$655,721 was set aside for deprecia- 
tion of bank premises, After the 
above. deductions the net profit was 
$5,827,521. This compares with $5,- 
558,545 in 1948, Out of net profit, 
$3,500,000 was paid in dividends and 
$2,327,521 carried forward, resulting 
in a balance of $3,860,313 in Profit 
and Loss Account,

Sask. Plans 
Full-Scale Oil 
Development 


REGINA.—Saskatchewan can 
expect a full-scale oil develo 
ment program next spring; 
per cent. of the province's area 
now is under permit to 57 oil 
companies. 

A total of 65,486,719 acres of Sask- 
atchewan land now is involved. Of 
this total, 36,448,410 acres fre out 
under crown geophysical permits, 
There afe 869,920 acres under drill- 
ing or sub-surface permits, 

The crown reserve of permits let 
amounts to 9,038,804 acres; and 
there are 20,000,000 acres of freehold 
land, the bulk of which major oil 
companies and independents have 
taken up. 

After months of trades, deals and 
readjustments this summer, 57 com- 
panies and independents now hold 
257 crown permits; 27 groups hold 
229 crown geological or physical per- 
mits; and 19 groups hold 28 drilling 
or sub-surface permits. 

Between Aug. 1 and Oct. 1 alone, 
the oil and natural gas permit pice 
ture in Saskatchewan changed to the 
extent of 3,639,603 acres, New coms 
panies entering the play have taken 
out 2,435,923 acres, Others added 
1,203,680 acres to their holdings, 

During the same period roughly 
345,000 acres were returned to the 
crown and added to the crown acre- 
age already under application. 


Alberta Government 
To Wipe Out Coyotes 


EDMONTON.—Most popular sport 
in rural Alberta in recent months— 
hunting coyotes—is to receive active 
support soon from the Provincial 
Government, 

Agriculture Minister David Ure 
said, the government plans to hire 
two airplanes next month for coyote 
hunting. They will be manned by 
expert hunters. 

With the coyote population increas: 
ing by leaps and bounds, farmers 
and ranchers have taken matters in 
their own hands to protect domestie 
animals and fowl from the maraud- 
ing predators, Chief targets of the 
hungry North American prairie ban- 
dits have been sheep, chickens and 
turkeys. 

All over Alberta mass coyote hunta 
have been organized, with up to 104 
participating. Some hunters have 
bagged as many as 40 coyotes in a 
day. 

In the past, coyote hunters toured 
infested areas using hounds to track 
down and kill the animals. Alberta 


formerly offered a bounty on coyotes 
but withdrew it this year when it 
was considered ineffective.

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CURICUS PROBLEMS. 


De You Think That You Could Count 
Up to a Trillion? 


Some persons openly muihifest an 
aversion to matheinatics. Can they 
be censured when such problems as 
these are presented to view? 
One little statement that set many 
pki to thinking about their limita 
ons first appeared in a publication 
aoe twenty-five years ago. It sim- { 
ply stated, ‘You cannot count. a | 
Trillion,” Many tried it, but all gave 
up befere counting very long. 5up- | 
posing you counted without stopping 
at the rate of 200 every minute of the 
day and night, how long would it 
take? ay could count 12,000 an; 
hour, 288,000 in a day, 105,192,000 in | 
a year of 3651-4 days. Since a billion | 
is a thousand million, it is a simple 
matter to see that it would take near- 
ly ten yeara to reach that sum, and 
since a trillion is a thousand billion 
it does not require a great stretch of 
the imagination to see that we could 
never reach that amount unless we 
fn the neighborhood of 10,000 
years to devote to the task. 
A woman of social ambitions once 
remarked to an acquaintance that she 
had eighteen intimate friends whom 
she wished to have to dinner, but as 
her table seated only eight she could 


have only six guests at a time. It 


was suggested that she invite them 
in rotation, changing the guests until 
each had been to dinner with all of | 
the others, At the first dinner she 
announced her plan, and one of ths 
guests asked if she had counted the 
number of dinners she would have 
to give Lefore she had mde the com- 
plete rotation. When he learned 
that she thought twenty or thirty 
dinners would answer he laughed, 
took a pencil from his pocket and 
after figuring a fey minutes told her 
that it would require 18,564 dinner 
parties to finish her plan. At the 
rate of 300 each year this would _re- 
qufte nearly sixty-two years. The 
plan was abandoned, He then sug 
gested that she see how many ways 
she could seat the eight people around 
the table, and she was ready to try 
‘that as well until told that it waa 
possible to arrange 40,320 seatings 
_without having any two alike. 

Suppose six horses are entered in 
a race. If some one should offer to 
bet that you could not tell the exnet 
order in which the six horses would 
cress the tape you would probably 
not;care to take the bet unless you 
were given good odds, say 50 to 1 or 
7% to 1. Many would be willing to 
bet under such conditions.

How Good Is Your Seed? 
_ High vitality is one of the essen- 
tial requirements of good seed, .This 


means that a high percentage of 
the seeds ‘must have the capacity 
fo germinate and produce seedlings 
capable of developing into strong, 


healthy plants. Poor field stands, 
incrensed weed growth, and low 
yields result from planting low- 
germinating seed. 

Germination Results. Line Eleva- 


tors arm Service has completed 
germination tests on more than 
6,000 farmers’ secd* samples of 
wheat, oats and barley. These 
samples represent seed intended 
for planting in 1950, The results 


of these extensive tests show that 
an unusually high percentage of 


this vear’s Western Canadian farm 
seed sumples are germinating poorly 
—below 70% germination. The 
situntion is most serious in oats and 
barley, and more, particularly in 
seed {vom the northern districts ef 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Faro 
ers who have not already had 
germination tests made would be 
wise to have them made, or to 
make their own, @ We. will gindly 
send any farmer a printed egrd 
giving full directions ior inaking @ 
germination test at home. 

Smut Tests Needed, Good seed 
is healthy seed. To be healthy it 
must be free of smut and. other 
seed-borne diseases, Unfortunately, 


the Wheat.smut situation in Western 
Canada is still unsatisfactory. Un- 
less farmers know their wheat seed 
is free of smut they- should have 
a test ‘made, The alternative is, 
of course, seed treatment. — With 
respect to -oats and barley, the 
snut situation is worse. than un- 
satisfactory, it is decidedly bad. In 
Tact, it is |so serious that this 
Department * has no hesitation in 
urging all prairie farmers tobe 
sure and treat their oats and barley 
this spring for smut control. @ 
Free Tests Available. Western 
are invited to make full 
use of. the free germination and 
smut tests offered by this Depart- 
ment.@ Take a sample of seed to 
your local Line Klevator Agent. He 
will forward it to us for testing, 
and return the results to you. Don’t 
sow see(l that won’t grow. Play 
safe! Be sure and have your seed 
tested for germination this year.
